The Tax-Tariff bill was passed by the 


House by a vote oi 152 yeas to 110 nays. 
All the General Appropriation bills were 
passed, but the Kiver and Harbor bill 
failed in the Senate. It was reported 
without recommendation by the Commit- 
tee on Commerce, md smothered to death 
by the adoption o)' a motion to have it 
printed and lay on the table "until to- 
morrow."

How TUB PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD 


CREATES CONDUCTORS.—For the three 
past weeks twenty-nine brakemen and 
baggage masters on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad have been attending school in the 
reading room of the Jersey City depot. 
In anticipation of a big passenger busi- 
ness the coming season, the company have 
thought fit to supply themselves with 
more conductors. Captain Osborn, ticket 
receiver at Jersey City, is instructing the 
class of twenty-nine men. He shows the 
men the privileges accorded the different 
classes of tickets, and how to act when a 
passenger tenders a ticket which is worth- 
less for passage. 
After each one in the 


class has undergone a rigid examination, 
Capt. Osborn will recommend about ten 
of those who pass the best examination. 
The names he selects will be referred to 
Mr. Pettit, the Superintendent. These 
men will then be sent to the general of- 
fice, on Fourth street Philadelphia, where 
they will be subjected to another examina- 
tion, which will be conducted by an exam- 
ining board appointed by the generalaudi- 
tor of passenger receipts. This is the final 
examination which decides the fate of the 
aspirant in the ticket technicalities of the 
position. After this the candidates for 
conductorships who have passed go back 
to Jersey City, where Mr. Adams, the 
trainmaster, takes them in hand and finds 
out what they know about transportion, 
how they would act to prevent accident 
and what they would do in case of a 
smash-up. If they pass in this branch 
they receive their commissions as con- 
ductors.

He has 
just celebrated his 85th birthday. He 
has married three generations of his par- 
ishioners and confirmed children of the 
fourth generation in some families. 


The National Woman's Christian Tem- 


perance Union, with its thirty-one aux- 
iliary State and two Territorial Unions, 
is the largest society ever composed ex- 
clusively of women, and conducted en- 
tirely by them. The number of local 
unions is about 3,000, with a membership 
of about 50,000, and a large number of 
juvenile organizations. This society is 
the lineal descendant of the great Tem- 
perance crusade of 1873-1, and is a union 
of Christian women of all churches, for 
the purpose of educating the young; 
forming a better public sentiment; re- 
forming the drinking classes : prohibiting 
the sale of intoxicating liquors. 


The English revisers of the Old Testa- 


ment are now reported to have finished 
the second revision of the whole, from 
the first chapter of Genesis to the last of 
Malachi. 
All that now remains is to 


consider tlie suggestions of the American 
revisers, and to verify, by the use of con 
cordances and otherwise, the translation 
they have made of words which occu 
many times. Some discussion has arisen 
as to the use of the word Jehovah where 
the word Lord has generally been used 
Some of the revisers are understood to be 
in favor of it, but others are very aversi 
to making such a change. These re- 
eisers have been much disturbed by the 
hue and cry raised about the pettiness 01 
many of the alterations made in the New 
Testament revision. It is said that the

He charges f 100 a week for 
leading lost sheep into the fold, and insists 
upon payment in advance. While in 
Decatur he made short trips into neigh- 
boring 'towns to hold single meetings, for 
which his terms are f 25, and when the 
Committee on Finance attempted to de- 
duct the amount he had received for out- 
side meetings while he was in their em- 
ployment, to use an ungodly expression, 
he 'kicked,' and demanded his full price 
per week, whether he gave full service or 
not. The disposition to mingle cupidity 
with a desire to rescue wayward souls has 
made Mr. Harrison considerable trouble 
heretofore. Last summer the good people 
of an Ohio town erected and furnished a' 
house for him, wherein he might rest 
from his labors when his flesh grew weak, 
and were very much astonished to dis- 
cover that he sold it and pocketed the 
money as soon as the property wai con- 
veyed to him." 


June, that tlie community is not stirtled 
by the announcement of the sudden death 
of some prominent man, who has been at 
the head, perhaps, of vast enterprises.

Had they less ambition to 
"die rich" they would be more likely to 
heed the waminas of danger that " are 
always given, and then not one case of 
pneumonia in one hundred would prove 
fatal.

over forty years of age—who neclects 
a severe cold at this time of the year is in 
danger of pneumonia. 
The only safi 


plan is to remain in a warm, comfortabl 
room, or, in severe cases, in bed, employ 
ing such remedies as may be prescribee 
by a competent physician. 
If there i 


delay in taking care of one's self until the 
iuflamation is established, there is grea 
danger of a fatal result.—Hall's Journa 
of Health.

Coin", are long-lived, if an inanimate 


object that has never lived may be'so de- 
scribed, and collections of rare or ancient 
spccimi us sire well known, whether owned 
b> priv ile piirxms or societies, or form 
]>arts ol national treasures in public mu- 
seums. 


The Kritibh Musruni, which contains a 


collect'nm of collections of rare and pre- 
cious tilings, sucli as ancient and medi- 
eval m muscripts, choice engravings, au- 
tographs on deeds and documents made 
by distinguished persons, gems, Greek 
suilptutos, Egyptian treasures, books, 
pictures, and many other such v iluable 
accumulations, possesses an almost un- 
cqualcd collection of coins. 
Some of 


these me so rare thnt few of the same 
coinage exist elsewhere, or if they do thus 
exist (\\hich is probable) have not yet 
been discovered. 
Amon; the latter was 


one gold coin of considerable size, said to 
be unique, not another like it having been 
found in the whole world. 


So choicj a treasure, from the numis- 


matic and antiquarian point of view, was 
gu.irdril with great care, not left open to 
the ga/r of the multitude on public days, 
Uit could only be seen in a private cabi- 
net, tipim an order issued by a distin- 
guished member of 
the government, 


addressed to a very high official of the 
Museum, ia favor of the person presenting 
the ordi r. It is about this coin that the 
followiuj; story is told, and it is a very 
striking story. 


A w< il dressed gentleman, scarcely yet 


of middle age, but having the aspect of a 
sttidcnt-scholar-antiquary about him, a 
charactrr seldom seen but in the older 
Europe m cities, visited the Museum near 
the eld ing time in the afternoon, and 
furnish. J with the t.ilisinanie letter which 
was an npeii ses.ima to the most sacred 
precinc is of tlic national treasmo house, 
request' d to see the functionary who pre- 
sided o\er this department and presented 
his ord r to sec the coin. 


With much ceremony how,is escorted 


into tin cabinet, accompanied by two of- 
ficials, ( ich of whom possessed a key to 
one of t»o locks, with which the case 
contain ng the (join was piotccted. It 
wos takrn out and luiided to thu stranger 
whose eyes seemed positivel) to spirkle 
aj he fcit, '.crutmued with a magnifying 
glass, weighed in his Innd, and even 
smelt tin; coin the eyes of the custodians 
never losing sight of it, except for one 
instant when thp stranger suddenly held 
it up lo the light in his outstretched 
palm, where it rested for that moment 
above the level of the cuiatois' ejes 
Then, w ith expressions of admiration and 
much gi ititudc from the visitor, it wns 
placed in the hinds of the principal olli- 
ci.il, wh i returned it to its place in the 
cise, ami the locks weie sccuiely fast- 
ened. 


All three gentlemen were leu ing the 


room together, pleasantly chatting on the 
fiscinating topic in which they were nil 
so much interested, when one of the olli- 
cials found he had left something he had 
been cairving in his hand, in the room, 
and returned to fetch it 
Beins: thcic, 


and readily finding the object of his visit, 
lie looki d through the heavy plate glass 
top of the coin case to see if, in the 
dusky 
l \\ilight of a London afternoon, 


they hail replaced rightly the coin whic'n 
had be< n examined. The velvet stand 
was in its place, square with the other 
stands, in an orderly manner, but the coin 
u<(* nut 'here. 


With the well trained instincts of the 


British civil sen ice official, he rushed 
after thi- departing stranger, arriving at 
the outi r door of the Museum just as his 
chief w is bidding adieu to the visitor. 
There w is a hasty and somewhat excited 
explanation, and all three persons re- 
turned in the hall to consider what was to 
be done 


First of all they visited the room where 


the coin was kept, and saw that verily it 
was not in its accustomed place, where it 
had bet M put in the sight of all three, only 
a fcw minutes before, as two of them had 
certain!, supposed. A careful search for 
it provvd in vain, and then the chief 
curitor was obliged, with much pain and 
unwillingness, to inform the visitor that 
he could not leave the building until the 
coin had been found , and that much as it 
was against his feelings to suspect a gen- 
tleman introduced by so distinguished a 
member of the government, yet the rules 
weie aibitrary, and the visitor must bo 
searched on the premises, and by the po- 
lice ofnYers in attendance.

slipped down between the velvet covering 
and the wooden case, had evidently slid 
into tbe sp. cc between the velvet and the 
glass, and in the twilight of the fogg) 
metropolis had not been discovered in the 
previous sc irch. 


llcstorcd to its place, and there fixed 


securely, tbe object of this scene attained 
its usual repose ; but ths most full and 
complete apologies were made to the vis- 
itor for the treatment he had been sub- 
jected to, in which, however, it was 
impressed i'pon him that the officials had 
no choice. 
Good naturcdly and with the 


manners of a true gentleman, he accepted 
the tendered explanations and said that 
he rejoiced 10 find the national collections 
were in such good hands.

Bin MEN ro BKCOAIK A SLA-I'OUT.— 


Bremen, wl ich has hitherto only been a 
seaport by name—its out-port being IJre- 
merhavcn—has decided to become one 
in reality b.. making a canal direct to the 
sea. 
This is to be done by deepening 


and widen!,ig the river Weser, so that 
sea going vessels drawing 27 feet, with 
COO feet of keel, can go through and meet 
and pass each other with ease. The dif- 
ficultiesof t icwork chiefly exist in the fact- 
that the ri\er makes a tortuous course, 
and that it will be difficult to straighten 
it at point1, where tide-water will mate- 
rially interfere with, the work. The latter 
js to be done at an expense not exceeding 
''30,000,000 marks (£1,500,000), to be 
completed within six years. The project 
is an old one, but it is only now that it 
will be realized. Bremen, although it is 
50 miles inland, holds the second place— 
and one very near the first, occupied by 
Liverpool—in American trade, and is the 
second in rank of Continental seaports.

caiboinc acid into the blood, as might be 
supposed, but to in influence exerted on 
tho nerve centre by irritation of the sens- 
itive nerves of the larnyx. 


In a design submitted for a pioposed 


monument in Home to the late Father 
Secchi, the sttuct'iio bears, in addition 
to a stitue of the eminent astronomer, 
scvei il 
emblematical figures. 
One of 


these, representing Meteorology, has in 
its hand i gigantic barometer, which can 
be seen fiom a considerable distance ; 
while a thermometer, on an equally large 
scale, is held up to public vicn* by an- 
othor figure, representing Physics. 


Prof Colin, of Brcslau, Germany, has 


observed that children are obViged to hold 
dark colored slates much nearer the eyes 
to read w tiling thereon than is necessary 
with white paper, and finds that writing 
on white paper is as distinct at a dis- 
tance of twelve inches from the eyes as 
that on slates at eight inches. 
It would 


therefore be well to banish slates from 
school rooms, for the eyesight of pupils is 
strained quite enough by other means. 


Good reason exists for believing that 


hay fever is caused by pollen, according 
to Mr. C. B. Plow-right, an English mi- 
croscopist, who says the pollen rapidly 
begins to throw out pollen tubes when 
brought into contact with the warm and 
moist mucous membrane of the bronchial 
tract. Similarly, he thinks that the spores 
of some fungus growing on grasses must 
enter the 
bronchial tubes 
of sheep 


and germinate therein to produce the 
"sheep cough" known to English sheep 
growers. 


The readiness with which certain solids 


conduct sound is a familiar facts of physics 
which Mons. Gobiu mentions as bavin"o 
long a curious application on the Rhone. 
Considerable quantities of gravel are car- 
ried down the rivcr^by the current, and 
by placing one end of a cane in the water 
and applying the other to the ear the 
clash of the moving pebbles as they strike 
together is distinclly heard by persons in 
boals on the surface. 
The sound is a 


crackling like that poduced in frying. 


So vast is the weight of the atmospheie 


resting upon the surface of the earth that 
it is not surprising if the considerable 
local fluctuations of its pressure, as shown 
by thV*arottfeter, produce some effect 
upon the earth's crust. It has been found 
by Mr. Baldwin Latham that the streams 
flowing through the chalk yield an in- 
creased supply of water when tbe pressure 
upon' the overlying earth i« decreasing, 
and a diminished supply when the pres- 
sure is becoming greater,' or in other' 
words, when the barometer is rising. 


Lockycr's supposition that part or all 


of the so-called chemical elements are 
really compound bodies is based upon 


spectroscopic observation of the sun and 
stars. It appears that the supposed hot- 
test stars—Sirius, for 
instance—give 


spectra showing only very thick hydro- 
gen lines and a very few thin metallic 
lines characteristic of elements of low 
atomic weight, while the cooler stars, 
like our sun, indicate by their spectra a 
much larger number of metallic elements, 
but none of a non-metallic character ; and 
the coolest stars afford evidence of com- 
pounds of metallic with 
non-metallic 


elements. These observations are very 
simply explained by considering 
that, 


as the temperature increases, tbe com- 
pounds are first broken up into the con- 
stituents which we have been accustomed 
to regard as their elements, and that 
these substances then undergo decompo- 
sition into lighter elements. 


Attention was first given to double stars 


by Sir W. Herschell, who discovered a 
large number of them. 
The appearance 


known as a double star is of course caused 
when two of the heavenly bodies are very 
nearly in a line with the earth, one of 
them being much further away than the 
other, but repeated observations have 
shown that many of them are really sys- 
tems in which one component revolves 
around the other 
The number of dis- 


coveries of double stars made up to the 
present time considerably exceeds ten 
thousand. 


A Vienna chemist has made a new 


glass, which seems to be an interesting 
production. Its composition is not given, 
but it is said to contain neither silex, 
patash, soda, lime, nor borax. It is per- 
fectly clear and transparent, and can be 
cut and polished, while it is reported to 
be more brilliant in appearance than the 
common crystal. 
It is completely inso- 


luble in water, and is not affected by 
fluoric acid, but hydrochloric and nitric 
acids coirode it. 
When fused it adheies 


to iron, bronze and zinc, and would prob- 
ably form a valuable protective coating 
for those metals. 


Mr. F. J. Faraday has offered a novel 


view of disease germs and epidemics. He 
states that Pasteur's researches show that 
certain deadly microbes may by the ac- 
tion of oxygen be modified into harmless 
organisms. 
Assuming the change thus 


demonsttated it appears not improbable 
that, on the other hand, harmless organ- 
isms may become altered into disease 
parasites when lacking sufficient oxygen, 
and just as this lack of xration may give 
a deadly character to the organism so 
may an abundance of oxygen destroy the 
virulence of the germs. 
Agate of wind 


miy, therefore, be more effective in stop- 
ping epidemics that any amount of dis- 
infuctants—which, after all, may be really 
lurmful by reducing the proportion of 
oxygon in the air, and it is possible to 
imagine fighting disease with a steam 
engine and a fan. 


In the white sand of the Urgent Moun- 


tains at Sarcpta, 
Asiatic Russii, are 


found sonic cm ions stones. 
They have 


lound, 
cylindrical and target shaped 


foims, and range in size from lumps 
smaller th in walnuts to masses of more 
than fourteen inches in length and from 
two to seven inches in thickness. Each 
of the cylindrical stones—which aie often 
forked and root like in appearance—is 
found to contain a brown kernel with a 
white spot in the centre. 
These singular 


foi mations have perplexed many persons, 
including Alexander von llumboldt, who 
while declaring the stones to be of recent 
date, could not explain their origin. Alex. 
Becker now believes that he can with 
ccitainty assert that they have been pro- 
duced around the roots of plants contain- 
ing milky juice. 
Several such plants 


grow abundantly in the white sand. 
The 


long roots are lacerated by insects, and 
the milky fluid flows continually from 
the wounds, sticking the chalky sand 
fhmly around the roots. 
In time the 


roots die and disappear, leaving in their 
places white—often hollow—kernels, to- 
gether with the brown color of the root- 
cot tex. 
The round and target shaped 


stones—only few of which have a brown 
kernel—may have formed where the 
milky fluid ran away into the sand. 


The i manufacture of macaroni and vcr- 


micilli is assuming large dimensions in 
California. 
A peculiar kind of wheat is 


used that is grown on the islands of the 
Sacramento River from seeds imported 
from Italy. About 10,000 sacks of this 
wheat are used every year. Some 30,- 
000 boxes of the macaroni are consumed 
annually in the States and 
Territories 


west of the Rocky Mountains, exclusive 
of the city of San Francisco, which uses 
more. 
Over 15,000 boxes go to Mexico, 


Australia, Central America, China, the 
Sandwich and South Sea Islands. Alaska 
calls for 10,000 pounds, and some is sent 
even to Siberia.
